“THE SACGED REMAINS. 


THE LAST RESTING 
PLAOE. 


{Special Dispatch to the Sunday Herald.) 
‘Wasuryaton, April 1644 P. Mf, 

‘The President is lying in etate at tho Whito 
House, No ono is allowed to approach within 
two squares, except privileged percone, 

Tho man, William Springer, who held Booth’s 
horse at the door of Ford's Theatre, has beon 
arrested. 

‘Tho clorks at tho National Hotel, where 
Booth boarded until inst evening, state that 
two very suspicious persons called for bim 
yesterday, and that in the evening all euddon 
ly disappeared. 

A sentinel was placed in the passage-way to 
the private box ocoupied by the President, be- 
foro tho performance commenced, 

Booth passod this sontry by giving the name 
of somo Governor. 

These facts are arrived at from an authentic 
source and evidence scems strong that Booth 
is, aftorall, the mon who aseassinatod Soore- 
tary Seward. 

WASHINGTON, April 15—S P. M, 

Forty-eight hours ago Washington wasablazo 
with,the colebration of victory. The streets 
Wero filled with numerous thousands nnd all 
Was peace and happiness. To-day tho came 
Btreots aro Lung heayy with biack-and tho 
femblances of gricf are eeen in every face. 

The cowardly shot of an assassin bas termina- 
ted the lifo of tho chief magistrate of the nation 
apd tho capitol of the country ie borne down 
by an indescribable weight of woe. 

From ton o'clock Jast- night until tonight, 
the stroota and avenues have been filled with 
crowds of poople who bave mingled with their 
sriof tho most resolute spirit of revenge. Every 

possing rumor, oyery cstablished fact, have 
eon caught up by the people in the hope that 
the conspirators nnd assassins have boon ar- 
rested. Although it hoe been iterated ond 
reltorated all day, night comes on without any 
such cheering intelligence. The most super- 
human offorts hayo been made; the elty has 
been encircled by a line of plekets ; no one bas 
Deon pormitted to. leaye by any cohyoyance ; 
the country has been scoured in every dircet- 
con, and yel the faith in the ultimate capture 
of tho assassins la vory strong. 

‘The details of tho aseassination have alroady 
been spread broadcast. All of the evidence 
hich bas been elicited during to-day and to- 
night point beyond all doubt. to Jobn Wilkes 
Booth ns tho assassinnior of the President and 
the ringlesder in the diabolical plot. It bas 
not appeared that he has bad more than two 
accomplices, while their object ecems toharo 
been more espeolally to take the life of the 
Prosidont, In tho  lottere in Booth’s trunk, 
captured at tho National Hotel, one desporado 
only scoms to write of attacking the President 
and somewhat porsuades Booth to abandon his 
Intention. This ostablishes clearly tho matured 
plot and disposes ontirely of the stories of in- 
sanity, Itisshownfurthorby the testimony 
to-day that Booth did not assassinate Scoretary, 
Seward and son, but left his accomplice to do 
that work, Tho thoory that he did both deods 
by disguising Limsclf is very efectually ex~ 
ploded, 

Those who have beon thrown into Booth’s 


company for tho past few days “desoriho him as 
Jaboring under very strong mental oxoltoment, 
occasioned by drink and the rojection of his 
sult by a young Indy horo on tho ground of his 
strong sccossion views. Ho came from his farm 
at Budd’s Ferty, on tho Lower Potomac, four 
days ago, and took up hia old quartors at tho 
National Hotel. Yostorday niorning he saun- 
tored into the box office at Ford’s Theatre and 
learned incidentally that Gon, Grant and Pros- 
ident Lincoln would visit the play last night. 
From that momont he undoubtedly resolved to 
commit tho assassination that night. From tho 
box offleo he is trnocd to the livery stablo in 
the rear of tho National, where at noon he 
hired a flect hore. At4 o’clook ho camo into 
tho National, took two cards from tho clork 
that had been left by two suspicious looking 
mon, and calling for paper wont behind the 
clerk’s doek and commenced writing, It yas 
Particularly noticed that he had a wild look 
find was 60 absent-minded ns to nak tho olerk, 
indating his noto, what year itwas. At six 
o’olock he was promonading leisurely on Ponn- 
sylvanlg LAvenuo, droseod in his usually gen 
toclmanner, At half-past soven he wns again 
seen in the restaurant adjoining. Ford's Thoa- 
tro, where he drank a glass of brandy, From 
theneo he passed into tho theatre, where ho 
wos usually found abont eight o’olock.— 
Soon aftor nino ho wont out and brought his 
horse to tho front of the theatre and got Wm. 
Springler, tho ¢arpenter of the thoatro, (and 
now under arrest), to hold the animal, Booth 
was noticed to go into the theatre and pass 
around into the dress olrolo, on the sido on 
which tho President sos seated, Tho alslo 
noxt to the wall was crowded, so that he had 
considerablo troublo in pushing his way 
through to the Prosidont's box. On reaching 
thoroho was halted by, the sentinol who ts 
placed thero to proyent intrusion on tho Prosi- 
dent, To tho sentinel ho mentioned tho name 
of somo distingulshed gentleman who desired 
to roe Mr. Lincoln, and being vory neatly 
dressed was allowed to pass without suspicion. 
Tho shooting, as already fully detailed by 
telegraph, then occurred, Booth mounted bis 
horse and fled, and at this writing thot is tho 
Isst that has beon seen of him. 
About oight months since, Booth loft tho 
stagoand engaged in tho oll business, in which 
ho has amassed considorable of a fortund. 
Daring tho lost six wecks he has played tric 
at Ford's, on the oceasioh of benoflts. His 
motive, therefore, sooms to bo traced to-his 
robol sympathios, of which he fully boasted a 
fow months ago. Ho fancies that he oapped 
tho climax of his revenge by shouting in an 
intensoly dramatio stylo, after fring tho fatal 
shot, tho Words, Sic semper tyrannis, 
His accomplice in this torriblo orime is not 
80 woll known, but is belicyed to bo a notorious 
Moryland desporado, named Surat, 
WAsnincrox—Mipyraur, 
Up to, late hour, no nows of the whereabouts 
of the assassins has boen regoiyed.

SEWARD'S CONDITION. 

Wasturxatos, April 15, Soorotary Seward 
and his gon have not yot beon pronounccd out 
of danger, Thotr injuries aro a soyero as to 
cxolte the most carnest solicitude of thoir 
friends, 

Tt Js undorstood that tho intolligonce of the 
death of tho President has not been communi- 
cated to Scorotary Seward, nor of tho’ attack 
on bis con, his critical condition rondoring por- 
fect quiot essontial to his roeovory. 

New York, April 16. Frodorick Soward is 
in a mostoritical condition and tho surgoons 
sre removing tho broken fragments of hisskull. 

A private despatch to Mr. Soward’s nophow 
in this olty, from amomberof tho fimnlly, saya: 
“T have just loft Mr. Soward’s house. His 
wounds aro not mortal. Ho has lost much 
Dlood, but no arteries woro out, Predorlak’a 
Skull is fractured badly in two placesaboyothe 
temple, He 1s insonsiblo. Kear he will die, 
Scorotary Seward’s throat would have been 
cut ifhobad not rolled ont of bed, He has 
Deon informed of Br. Lincoln's death.” 

Anothor despatoh states that Fredoriok Sow- 
ard 1s ont of dangor. Major Seward i3 not 
dangerously rounded. 

New Yorx, April 15. A private dispatch 
from an offjolal soures reoslved in this city, 
says that Soorctary Soward’s throat was not 
cut, but his face was considerably gushed. Ie 
sayed himself from more sorlous injury by 
throwing himusv)f from tho bed: 3

‘At midnight the condition of Secretary Sew- 
ord and gon was tho samo as last reportod. 


THE DAY OF THE FUNERAL NOT 
YET FIXED,

not yet beon fixed. Tho remains will be re- 
moved to Springfield, Nl. x

sach action as will be expressive of their re- 
gret for the death of tho President. 

THE SACRED REMAINS. H 

Wasminaron, Aprili6, Thoautopsy was held 
this afternoon over the body of Prosident Lin- 
coln, by Surgeon Gonoral Barnes and Dr.8tono, 
assisted by other medical mon, Tho coflin for 
the President/s remains is covered with black 
cloth and lined with lead, tho latter being 
covered with white satin. A silyer plate on 
the coffin, over the breast, bears the following 
ingoription: y 

“Apnana LINCOLN.’ 
“46th President of the United States.”” 
“Born July 12th, 1809; died April 15th, 1865.” 
The remains have beon embalmed. A few 
Tooke of hair wero romoyod from the President’s 
hoad for his family, provions to/his remains be- 
ing placed in tho coffin, , 
APPEARANCE OFiTHE CORPSE, | 

Wasurxaron, April 15. ‘Tho external ap- 
pearance of the fuce of the President was that 
ofa deep black stain about both eyes; othorwise 
tho face was very natural. ‘ho wound was in 
the left side of the head, behind tho loft car. 
Tho course of the ballyas dbliquely forward 
toward tho right eye, ‘Tho hall was found im- 
beddpd lve inokes behind th\ rightreye, Tho |

THE EVIDENCE AGAINST BOOTH, 
Wasutnarox, April 16, The second Extra of 
the Evening Star says Col. Ingraham, Provost 
Marshal of the dofencos north of tho Potomac, 
is ongaged in taking testimony to-day, all of 
which fixes the assassination upon J. Wilkes 
Booth. JIndge Olin, of the Supreme Court of 
the District of Columbie, and Justice Miller, 
re also engaged to-day at the police head- 
quarters in taking tho testimony of a largo 
number of witnesses. 

Lieut. Tyrell, of Col. Ingraham's- staff, last 
night procecded to the National House, whoro 
Booth had been stopping, and took possession 
of bis trunk, in which was found o Colonel's 
military dress coat, two pairs of hand-onfis, 
tyro boxes of plitol cartridges, and a. packago 
of letters, all of which aro now in posseaslon 
of tho military authorities, Ono of tho letters, 
bearlng date “‘Hookstown, Md,” speaks of 
“tho mysterious aQair in which you aro cn- 
gaged,” and urges Booth to proceed to Rich- 
mond and ascertain the views of the authori- 
ties thero upon the subject. The writer en- 
dcavors to persuade Booth from carrying his 
designs into excoution at that time, for tho 
reason that the Government hed its suspicions 
aroused. Tho writer ecomsto havo been im- 
plicated in the mysterious affair with Booth, 
as ho informs Booth in a letter that ho would 
prefor to express his yiows yorbally, and thon 
goes on to say he was out of money, bud no 
clothes, and would be compelled to leavo home, 
ns his fumily were desirous he should dissolve 
his connection with Booth, 

This lottor is written on note paper, in a 
small, neat hand, and simply bears the sigan 
ture, “Sam.” 

TUB FIENDISH ASSASSINS. 
Wasminorox, April 15, Among the oiroum- 
stances tending to fix a participation of tho 
crime on Booth were letters found in'his trank, 
ono of which—apparently froma woman—sup- 
plicated him to desist from the perilous under- 
taking In which be way engaged, as tho time 
was inauspicious, the mino not yet being roady 
to bo sprung. 

‘The Extra Intelligencer says from tho eyi- 
donco obtained it is refidered highly probable 
that the man who stabbed Mr. Soward ond his 
son is John Surratt, of Prince George County, 
Md, The horse he rodo was hired at Naylor's 
stable, Surratt js a young man, with light 
hair and goatee. His father is sald to have boon 
postmaster of Princo George Co. 
About 11 o’elock last evening two mon erossod 
the Anac bridge, one of whom gaye his 
name’ns Booth and tho other as Smith. {Tho 
latter Is enld to be Surratt, A ridorless horse 
wns found last night, which has beon identified 
by tho proprictor of ono ot the stables as hay- 
ing been hired from his stable. 
MORE EVIDENCE THAT THE ACT 
WAS A CONSPERAOY,

ing to wait upon bis family and relatives be 
respectfully ‘requested to present this resolu- 
ton to them and request their concurrence 
theroin; which was theroupon adopted. 
‘The Committee appointed to visit the fmily 
woro requested to met at the rooms of Gov. 
Oglesby, Willard’s Hotol, at coven o'clock this 
ovening, and the Committe of Arrangements 
wero requested to meet at tho samo place at 
nino this ovening. 
‘The mosting then adjourned to mect at tho 
National Hotel at threo o’clook, on Monday 
afternoon, 
THE PRESIDENT’s' LENIENT 
POLICY, 
Wasminatox, April 16, Ata Cabinet moot- 
ing yestorday, the future polloy of the Govern- 
ment toward Virginia was disouszed, the best 
fecling prevailing.

Third—Tho Prosident: formally announced 
that he desired to retain the present Seoretaries 
of the Departs By Cabinet, and they 
Would go on and discharge thefr respective du- 
ties in the same manner as boforo the deplora- 
ble event that had changed the head of the 
Government.

Ho Hasa Realizing Sense of the Hopes 
That Are Centered Opon Him—His 
Manner Solemn and Dignified, 


Wasainaton,'April 15th. At an carly hour 
this morning, E, M. Stanton, Scoretary of War, 
sent an official communication to Hon, Androw 
Johnson, Vioe President of tho United States, 
stating that in consequence of the sudden and 
unexpeeted death of the Ohicf Magistrate, his 
inauguration should tske placo as soon'as pos- 
sible and requesting him to stato the plase and 
honr, at which the ceremony should he por- 
formed. 

Mr. Johnson immediately ropliod that) it 
would beagreeable to him to have the proceed- 
ings take place at his rooms, at the Kirkwood 
House, as soon as the arrangements could bo 
perfected.

Giors for the signal success. The rebel 
government, driven from its stroneheld in 
*  fnglorious flight, hos seen its lust defence 
mek away before the devouring columns 


of the Union army, and the boast of Jeff 


Davis, that Lee's force was relieved for 
duty elsewhere, becomes a sorry joke by 
its entire anuibilation as an army of the 
bogus “Confederacy.” 


We are in momentary expectation of | 


thrilling news from Sherman’s army in 
North Carolina, He moyed in three col- 
umns on the (th, and has now been aweek 
Jooking after the ‘hopeless army of John« 
ston. Itisnotimprobable that Jounston 
will surrender without a battle upon the 
terms accepted by Lee. This would be the 
most sensible course for him to pursue, 
‘He cannot hope to make any hesd’ against 
the victorious army which has already 
chased his troops so far, und he can haye 
little stomach fora tragic end in bebalf of 
Jeff Dayis, who has never been fayorably 
-disposed towards the “great retreater.” 
He has much more reason to listen to the 
advice of Lee than to obay the orders of 
Jeff Dayis. Buta few days will tell tho 
story,and of the reeult there is not the 
shadow of a doubt. 
Tho latest news from Wilson’s cavalry 
army in Alabama is highly. gratifying. 
There is no force of rebels in all that re- 
gion that can stand before it for amoment, 
He is ranging wide oyer the country, cap- 
turing and destroying, and picking up the 
fragments which the war has left there. 
We hope that he willarrive before Mobile 
in time to take a part in the capture of the 
rather formidable force said to be guarding 
that city, after which be will be ready to 
rake the country for the prominent. rebels 
who will soon be moving towards Moxico 
in a mournful procession. They will find 
it “a hard road to travel” towards the Miss- 
isgippi, if they venture upon that way of 
escape from the hands of national justice, 
We shall probably hear of the full of 
Mobile ima tew days.

“Reeollect that the mogni- 
tude and expense of this war has no par- 
allel in modern times; that the question of 
faance is now as important in weging war 
a3 the question of the numerical strength 
of arms-bearing population. Who have 
filled the armies and taken the Government 
bonds? Who but the people? And what 
people except the American could haye 
sustsined such burdens and still turned a 
bright face to the future? There have been 
times of doubt, and dread, and discourage 
ment within the last folir years. when no 
man semed to have the power to save our 
cause, Then it was that those who did 
not hay: confidence ia the people, he 
tated, questioned, drew back, and be- 
moaned the evil days that had come upon 
us. But the popular heart still beat strong 
and hopeful. The flame of patriotism 
which burst out when Sumter was attacked 
became a steady fire which never smoul- 
dered until Lee surrendered. Evthusi- 
usm stiffened into determination—a deter- 
wination thatthe Union should be main- 
tained at all bizards, Parties founded upon 
doubts of the loyalty of the people were 
swept away jith indignation, Reputa- 
tions built upon lack of success—with the 
iden that the case was bad—stank in the 
public nostril in their quick decay.

‘The 
Men who resort to such a dishonest course 
imagine they are smart, and laugh at those 
who haye trusted -them to be deceived, 
They say a man is, fool to be cheated by 
them, or to beliove their stories, and it is 
good enough for the simpletons if they are 
not smart enough to take care of’ ¢hem- 
selves, and allow others to take advantage 
ofthem, This iv all very pretty and sounds 
Well to others who think as they do, but, n 
the estimation of all honorable men and 
Women it is downright dishonesty and 
knayery. How often do men'and. women 
prowl around in search of victims on which 
to work sharp practices, or,in plain Eng- 
lish, to swindle, They haye a plausible 
appearance, are smooth in their manners 
and conversation, allude to the desire they 
‘have to act honorably with every one,—siy 
they would not be guilty of a mean action, 
and denounce those who are not pure and 
good. They go to church regularly, per- 
haps belong to it,—pray loud and: long,— 
and ore foremost in all religious moye- 
ments, They are for moral reform and are 
Violent advocates of temperance. Yet they 
will cheat and defraud in trade if they can 
do so and keep clear of thelaw. They will 
cheat the printer out of bis dues for adyer- 
tising, and get bis paper to read if thoy can 
do so without paying for it, They are too 
mean to purchase a paper, and will bore 
an editor tor hours asking questions about 
the news; critiese everybody’ and eyery- 
thing, retail the slanders and gossip of the 
day, and roll them as sweet moraels under 
their tongues. There are some men and 
Women who go about trom house to. house 
begging for some charitable object, yetney- 
er give nnything themselves, and it is a 
question if the money paid to them ever 
goes heyond their own capacions pockets.

Tt is doubtful whether all these offects aro: to 
ho traced to the earbonio aid, If 30, uot of 


our minoral watora, ao frooly dranik, ore drosd- 
ful poisons, instead of being remedial agents as 
thoy aro gonorally estesmed. 

Tho ompyreumatic eubatance seems to have 
little effoct except In giving tho peculiar tasto 
to tobacco amoke, and after a while of mAking 
tho breath of smokers unbearable. “Niotin 
is rarely over imbibed by the cleanly smoker,” 
says Dr. Richardson. It affects only thoso who 
emoke cigars by holding them in the mouth, or 
dirty pipes saturated with ofly matter. When 
absorbed, its effects aro injurious, such as pal- 
pitation of the heart, tromor and unsteadi- 
ness of tho musclos, and great prostration. It 
will not, of itself, produce vomiting; it is tho 
bitter extract which is the cause of this, im- 
pereoptibly swallowed and taken into the sto- 
mach.

Tho best plpe 14 a long, 
clay pipo; noxt to this, tho mocrschaum Is the 
most wholesome. Dr. Richardson bays the 
perfection ofa pipe will be found in ‘a moer- 
sebaum bowl, an amber mouth-pieco and a clay 
stem, Alf attempts at pipes to condenso the 
oll baye thus fur fallod, Byery smoker should 
‘be careful of the mannorin which ho smokes. 
A short foul pipe is very unhealthful.

down thelr cheeks, But’ reason goon assorted 
itsolfand the community set’ abont doing the 
only thing posaiblo to be donc—making somo 
more general and public exhibition of thoir 
sorrow. Extemporised meetings wore held in 
Dumerous localities, where remarks and resolu- 
tions of an appropriate character were made 
and passed; and all our peoplo ina Christian 
spirit ondeavored to reconcile the great calamt- 
ty with a belicf that the Ruler of Nations hid 
ordained it for the country’e good,
